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Locals rally 
behind pharmacy

They came to save their local phar- 
macy, with signs, slogan-bearing T-shirts 
and a lot of passion. 

A large group of local residents crowd- 
ed around the storefront of Minden’s 
Pharmasave Friday, April 23, in anticipa- 
tion of a visit from MPP Rick Johnson, 
who was coming to discuss his govern- 


ment’s decision to axe “professional al- 
lowances,” which are rebates given to 
pharmacists by generic drug companies 
to stock their products. 

“[’m upset about the cuts, for one 
thing,” Ed Murphy of Minden said, stand- 
ing outside in support of Richard Smith 
and Peter Meraw, owners of Pharmasave. 
“We need information on medicines ...

“The ministry has given us a number 
of years to implement the program,” ex- 
plains Pengelly.

“We did a big analysis that involved 
community agencies that supplied day- 
care and there were very strict criteria

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Local pharmacists travel to Queen’ s Park

Peter Meraw and Richard Smith, co-owners of the 
Minden Pharmasave, travelled to Queen’s Park on April 
21 to continue their fight against provincial cutbacks they 
say will severely hurt rural pharmacists. 

New provincial legislation, if passed, will lower the 
price the province and consumers pay for generic drugs. 
The legislation aims at reducing the province’s $20 bil- 
lion deficit and will come into effect May 15 unless 
changes are made. 

At Queen’s Park, Meraw and Smith witnessed firsthand 
the motions put forth by the government and the opposi- 
tion regarding the new legislation. 

Conservative MPP for Whitby Christine Elliott, intro- 
duced a motion asking the government to guarantee se- 
niors would not have prices increased or services reduced 
as a result of the Liberal legislation. 

Various MPPs had a chance to speak on behalf of phar- 
macists and small businesses in Ontario, explaining how 
these cuts will affect them. 

Local MPP Rick Johnson pledged his support for the 
new legislation. 

“Our Ontario drug plan is currently costing the prov- 
ince $4.7 billion, more than 10 per cent of our annual 
health care budget,” said Johnson. 

“What we need to do is ensure that our seniors and our 
vulnerable citizens have access to the Ontario drug plan. 
We need to ensure that our drug plan is sustainable. Our 
move to lower drug costs will help ensure that the Ontario 
drug plan is sustainable. 

“T am proud to stand in this house to support the chang- 
es our government has put forward. 

“I’m proud to stand in this house as a representative 
for Haliburton-Kawartha Lakes-Brock to speak up for the 
hundreds of people in my riding who have contacted my 
office to say thank you for explaining the other side of the 
issue of bringing down drugs costs. 

“T thank the local pharmacies in my riding for hav- 
ing people contact my office, giving me and my staff a

chance to explain the reasons we have taken this action. 
It’s about making tough choices to ensure that the Ontario 
drug plan is there for our children. 

“Tt’s the right thing to do and I’m pleased to speak in 
favour of this.” 

Twenty MPPs voted in favour of Elliott’s motion and 
41 voted against it, including Johnson, therefore defeat- 
ing it. 

Participating as a silent observer, Meraw said there 
were a number of times the speaker had to warn those in 
the gallery to be quiet. 

“The only people who are allowed to engage in debate 
are the MPPs,” said Meraw. 

“There were a couple of times where the speaker

warned the gallery to be quiet because of the applause in 
response to the reading of numerous petitions signed by 
pharmacists.” 

Introduced to the assembly by MPP John O’Toole, 
Meraw and Smith were referenced as independent small 
pharmacist owners from rural Ontario who are worried 
about the new bill. 

According to Meraw the legislation will be addressed 
once again in Queen’s Park on April 29. 

“They are allowing for presentations by community 
members on the impact the legislation will have,” says 
Meraw. 

“This will let individuals make their case at Queen’s 
Park.”

we’re going to end up in the hospital. They can’t put us 
out in the dark like this.” 

Smith and Meraw have been waging a public battle 
against Bill 16, speaking to the media regularly, writing 
letters to the editor, taking out advertisements and most 
recently travelling to Queen’s Park to confront the gov- 
ernment itself. 

They have also been informing their customers that the 
legislation could hurt their pharmacy, which doesn’t have 
the same cosmetics department that large drugstores have 
that could offset professional allowance cuts. 

When Jim Gunn had a stroke and three seizures last 
year, his doctor gave him a prescription for 10 different 
drugs and two puffers. 

“Tt was all Greek to us ... I went right here and Richard 
[Smith] sat down and went through every one with me,” 
Gunn says, pointing to Pharmasave. 

Beside him, Elke Hoenig nods in recognition. When 
she was given prescriptions for five new medications by 
her doctor, she got nervous. She’d never taken so many 
drugs before. “The pharmacist here even explained [my 
medication] by phone,” she said. 

Hoenig moved to Minden 17 years ago from Burlington. 
She said compared to the city, the service at the pharmacy 
was much better with shorter wait times. 

Both Hoenig and Gunn believe that Minden Pharmasave 
played a big role in their health care. 

“We wouldn’t be here today without Pharmasave,” 
Gunn said. 

The provincial government argues that its legislation 


will greatly reduce the cost of generic drugs saving tax- 
payers $535 million a year (the Ontario government pays 
for many of these drugs through seniors and welfare drug 
plans) and will eliminate professional allowances, called 
a “scheme to enrich pharmacies” by provincial health 
minister Deb Matthews. 

To make up for this revenue gap, the province is of- 
fering $100 million to pharmacies in recognition of the 
counselling they provide and increasing dispensing fees 
by $1. It is estimated that $750 million a year will be lost 
in professional allowances for pharmacists. 

This is the second step for the Liberal government, 
who in 2006 enacted legislation that reduced the amount 
of professional allowance pharmacists could get and re- 
duced the price it paid for generics to 50 per cent of what 
the brand-name drug costs. 

That legislation wasn’t good for pharmacies either, said 
former Conservative MPP, Laurie Scott, who was at the 
rally Friday. 

“They want to change [pharmacies] overnight with no 
transition period,” Scott said. “[Pharmacies] have to be 
able to survive.” 

For a place like Minden, which is underserved with 
family doctors, the pharmacy makes up the difference, 
Scott said. 

“As you can see, they like their pharmacists,” she 
smiled, looking at the aisles packed with protesters. 

Scott said that the best way to decrease drug costs while 
maintaining healthy pharmacies would be to adequately 
fund the services pharmacists carry out while phasing out 
professional allowances and dropping generic prices. 

“Everybody wants lower drug costs,” she said. “This

isn’t taking on Big Pharma.” 

Johnson arrived about half an hour into the rally — which 
was orderly, quiet and peaceful — and spent most of his 
time in the back room with Meraw and Smith and then 
took some time behind the counter to see what pharma- 
cists do in a typical day. 

He said he wasn’t informed there would be a big rally 
greeting him when he arrived, but said it was part of his 
job to meet with constituents, so he didn’t mind. 

Both sides need to come back together for further ne- 
gotiations, Johnson said, adding he would take Minden’s 
concerns back to the health minister in a meeting 
Tuesday. 

John and Conetta Lippolis from Carnarvon hope 
that Friday’s rally makes some change in government 
direction. 

“These people [the pharmacists], they've been very 
good with us,” said John, who moved to the area 16 years 
ago from Newmarket. 

“They’re two nice guys,” said Elva Paisley who moved 
to Minden in 1974. “So were [previous owners] Paul 
[Heffer] and his wife before. They explain a lot of things 
to you too.” 

After speaking with Johnson, Richard Smith climbed 
on top of the sales counter to thank everyone for coming 
— including Johnson. 

“You are part of something very good. I am so proud of 
Minden and Haliburton right now. This is truly special,” 
he told the gathering. 

“We’re proud of you guys too,” someone from the 
crowd called back. 
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Grant windfall the result of collaboration

The arts community and local politi- 
cians came together at the Minden Hills 
Cultural Centre Friday to acknowledge a 
big chunk of money from the provincial 
government for county heritage and cul- 
tural work totalling $122,000. 

The sum is the result of three separate 
grants that will affect much of the county, 
since each grant represents wide-ranging 
initiatives. 

“You demonstrated a clear need and vi- 
sion of what these funds will be used for,” 
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MPP Rick Johnson told the group. 

“Tt’s great news for the county and I 
look forward to coming back later in the 
summer to see how the money has been 
spent,” he said. 

One of the grants — the Creative 
Communities Prosperity Fund worth 
$53,000 — will be spent on cultural map- 
ping of the county’s cultural assets, which 
will be “brought together in a database 
and dumped into the GIS [map],” Daniela 
Pagliaro, director of the cultural centre 
said. 

With that information, a municipal cul- 
tural plan for the township of Minden 
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MPP Rick Johnson, arts council coordinator Kim McBrien, Minden Hills Deputy- 
reeve Cheryl Murdoch, advisory committee chairwoman Georgina Parkes, Cultural 
Centre director Daniela Pagliaro and Minden Hills Reeve Jim McMahon celebrate

Hills will be created. According to a press 
release on the grants, the money will also 
include cultural planning for Minden 
Hills and the Arts Council ~ Haliburton 
Highlands “to build capacity within the 
county by developing our own experts.” 

Performing arts will also benefit from 
funding — $27,000 from the Cultural 
Strategic Investment Fund — to build a per- 
forming arts round table including dance, 
theatre and film. Collaborative marketing 
will help reach out to previously untapped 
populations to encourage them to visit the 
Highlands for performing arts. This mon- 
ey will be coordinated by the arts council 
and the arts community. 

Finally, the Museums and Technology 
Fund as given $42,000 to the Minden 
Hills Cultural Centre, Stanhope Heritage 
Discovery Museum and the Arts Council 
~ Haliburton Highlands to digitize parts of 


their collections. 

“It was recognized by the province 
that this is a county that has its act to- 
gether,” Haliburton County Development 
Corporation representative Jim Blake 
said. 

He said that the grants were a result of 
mass collaboration between the town- 
ship, county, arts community and cultural 
institutions. 

Despite the fine result, bringing all of the 
players together was a tough slog, Minden 
Hills Reeve Jim McMahon said. 

“When Daniela [Pagliaro] first present- 
ed this to county council, it didn’t go over 
that well,” he said. “Daniela wouldn’t take 
no for an answer.” 

Matching funds will be coming from the 
Stanhope museum, HCDC, the arts coun- 
cil, the county and U-Links.

When to act slowly 


[ice ARE TIMES when change must be swift, when we as individuals or 
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society must alter our course as quickly as we can to avert disaster or to rectify 
past mistakes. 

Global warming, residential schools, oil spills, Afghan detainee treatment are some 
“act quickly” issues that immediately come to mind. 

But change does not always need to be swift. In fact, sometimes it is wisest to allow 
an issue to evolve, to be slowly pared away to its core to be carefully examined and 
thoroughly discussed. 

. oo Ontario’s pharmacy legislation is one of those issues. 

The overall reforms the Liberal government wants 
to instill are admirable; they want to reduce the cost of 
generic drugs, save taxpayers more than $500 million a 
year and eliminate rebates that are paid to pharmacists in 
return for stocking their products. 

Those all seem to be worthy goals. 

On the other hand, pharmacists — especially those in 
small towns or running independent shops — say these 
reforms will bankrupt them. In small stores such as 
Minden’s Pharmasave, the front end of the store that sells 
cosmetics and hygiene items is not big enough to support 
all of the staff costs if the rebates are discontinued. Even if 
dispensing fees are increased they won't make up for the 
void left in the wake of the rescinded rebates. 

The rally on Friday in support of Pharmasave shows how much the local community 
values the service provided by Richard Smith and Peter Meraw along with the staff of 
the pharmacy. They have a real connection with the people they serve. If the pharmacy 
was closed down or services were reduced, Minden would suffer. 

Present at the rally, former Conservative MPP Laurie Scott made a valid point about 
the changes instituted by the Liberals: they’re doing too much too fast. 

Of course we all want lower drug costs, Scott said, but not at the expense of losing 
our hometown pharmacists. 

If the professional allowances, or drug rebates, are taken away from pharmacies 
(which may not, in the long run, be a bad thing) a solid, well-tested substitute must be 
in place. 

The province wants pharmacists to take up some of the role doctors have been filling 
— giving flu inoculations, for example - as a way for them to bring in money. That idea 
might work, but it needs to be tried out first with a fair fee structure in place before the 
current financial foundation is removed. 

Pharmacists need time to adapt to whatever changes the government implements. 

If we want them to play a greater health-care role in our communities we must ensure 
they have the means to stay.

The province says there will 
be extra help for rural phar- 
macies, but it hasn’t said how 
much. Minden and Haliburton 
village may not be considered 
rural anyhow because they 
have two drug stores each. 

How does that work? If one 
store goes out of business, will 
the survivor turn into 
a rural pharmacy? 

Rural stores would 
get a break in dis- 
pensing fees. Urban 
stores like Minden’s 
would get $8, up from $7. In one-store 
towns like Kinmount and Coboconk, the 
fee would go up to $11, about half what the 
doctor gets for writing the prescription in 
the first place. 

Pharmasave has been doing a masterful 
job of presenting its case. A hundred dem- 
onstrators plus a couple of television cam- 
eras turned out to greet Liberal MPP Rick 
Johnson last week. 


There were Stop the Cuts signs in store 
windows all up and down Main Street and 
signboards in parking lots. Other retailers 
may care about Minden, but they also un- 
derstand what’s at stake for them. 

If folks have to go all the way to Lindsay 
to fill their prescriptions, they’ll probably 
buy their groceries there, too. Why even 
stop in Minden? 

Bureaucrats might say, so what? They’ ve 
moved schools and hospitals out of small 
towns. Why not pharmacies, too? What do 
we care about Main Street? 

Perhaps the business model of the future 
is one where prescriptions are dispensed 
from back counters that are loss leaders for 
big-box stores, where nobody knows your 
name or cares about what ails you. That’s 
the American model. 

About half of Shoppers Drug Mart’s rev- 
enues come over the prescription counter. 
At Minden Pharmasave, that figure is 82 
per cent. Kickbacks may put everybody but 
big chains like Shoppers out of business. 

Former Liberal Premier David Peterson, 
who is married to the health minister’s sis- 
ter, is on Shoppers’ board of directors. 

As for me, I think that’s only a 
coincidence.

a fixed 14.7 cents per litre of regular gas. 
Therefore, as the price of gasoline in- 
creases — inevitable unfortunately — the 
federal government’s revenue increases 
while the provincial government’s does 
not. 

Mr. McGuinty will fix that inequity 
with the HST, giving his government 
a whopping eight-per-cent increase in 
revenue from gasoline in addition to 
the fixed 14.7 cents per litre. It’s hard 
to imagine our provincial government 
having any interest in keeping gasoline 
prices as low as possible when their rev- 
enue increases as the price increases! 

As July 1, 2010 approaches I’m sure 
all of us will be filling every container 
we have with HST-free gasoline. We 
should also top up our oil tanks, get a 
haircut, visit Tim’s for our last HST-free 
snack, and the list goes on. 

One increase we should all be aware 
of, but may not have thought of, is the 
coming increase in club membership 
fees. The HST will apply to all member- 
ship fees for next year. For example, the 
Minden Curling Club fees will increase 
by eight per cent next year. Fortunately, 
the club has a very diligent treasurer 
who found out that the fees had to be 
paid by April 30, not July 1, to avoid the 
HST. No one seems to know why the 
early payment is required but to com- 
pletely avoid HST that’s the way it is. 
Paying during May and June will result 
in a prorated HST charge. 

I’m quite sure the HST will apply to 
all clubs and organizations that require 
an annual fee so members would be wise 
to check and maybe save themselves an 
eight-per-cent increase. Hopefully, the 
HST levy will not apply to charitable 
organizations but it might. 

Another HST-avoidance that I know 
some of our friends are considering is to 
prepay their funeral. On a $10,000 fu- 
neral, as we see quoted on TV, the HST 
will amount to $800, a sizeable amount 
indeed. I understand the funeral homes 
will set up an interest-paying account 
that, depending on how long one is still 
here, could amount to a considerable 
saving. I am not an accountant but the 
idea makes sense to me. I am certainly 
willing to be corrected. 

Having said all this we have to keep 
in mind Mr. McGuinty’s assurances that 
businesses will save huge amounts of 
money and they will pass on their sav- 
ings to us in the form of lower prices. 
That should occur about the same time 
that Satan’s home territory freezes over.

Doctors 
look for 
CT scan 
machine

It is time for Haliburton to think seriously about buy- 
ing a CT scan machine for the county, the medical ad- 
visory committee decided at its meeting last week and 
recommended the health services board undertake a fea- 
sibility study. 

In recent months, between 70 and 80 per cent of pa- 
tients transferred from Haliburton or Minden hospitals 
has been taken out of the county for scans with the spe- 
cialized X-ray machine. 

“That’s taking nurses out of the facility, it’s taking 
ambulances out of the county, it’s bringing in nurses for 
overtime to cover the nurses who have left and it’s delay- 
ing patient care in some cases just because of the time,” 
said Steve Ferracuti, chief of staff to the Haliburton 
Highlands Health Services board Thursday afternoon. 

“We think from a clinical perspective it would be 
enormously beneficial for residents of the county. We 
believe that there will be a good business case for this as 
well,” he said. 

According to Ferracuti, Campbellford is able to pay 
for the operational costs of its recently acquired CT 
(computed tomography) scanner through OHIP fees. 

But that still leaves the capital costs — what HHHS 
CEO Paul Rosebush said could be $2 million. 

“Capital funding would require external, community, 
support,” Rosebush told the board. 

CT scanners use X-ray and computer technology to 
take multiple pictures of the body and are commonly 
used to diagnose cancer, vascular diseases and bone 
issues. 

Because it is so far to send patients for scans, doc- 
tors in Haliburton are sometimes left treating an illness 
they’re not certain exists. 

“What we do sometimes is, we can’t get [the scan] that 
day, so we treat them, so we expose them to the risk of 
treatment before we have a diagnosis,” Ferracuti said. 

The board agreed with the advisory committee’s rec- 
ommendation to gather information on feasibility of a 
CT scanner. 

Not only would the hospital have to find millions of 
dollars for the machine, it would also need to find space 
for it. That could mean more expenses. 

Rosebush will head up the study and will report to the 
advisory committee in the fall.

Strategic plan highlights challenges for future

The following are brief reports of items discussed at the 
meeting of Haliburton Highlands Health Services board 
April 22. 


The cost and logistics of operating two hospitals in 
Haliburton is one of the challenges HHHS has to wran- 
gle with in the next three years, according to staff and 
stakeholders. 

The strategic plan, developed by the board and involv- 
ing consultation with interested parties, detailed many of 
the upcoming challenges for the corporation including 
pressures from the Local Health Integration Network as 
well as internal pressures. 

When asked “What do you believe HHHS should change 
or do differently in order to address the current or emerg- 
ing needs of our community and the ongoing changes in 
our health-care system?” responses from staff varied. 

One response was to amalgamate the two ERs and con- 
solidate Hyland Crest and Highland Wood. 

Another response from staff suggested improving the 
connection between the ERs. When stakeholders were 
asked about challenges over the next year, operating two 
sites was also pointed out. 

They also identified the need for more long-term care 
beds and better hours for mental health services. According 
to the report, by 2020, 35 per cent of the population in 
Haliburton County will be 65 or older. 

On the positive side, the focus groups, which were com- 
posed of politicians, doctors and health-care staff, pointed 
out the personal touch at HHHS, high quality of caring 
and the positive reception of the CEO in the community. 
Since the last strategic plan 85 per cent of the objectives 
set were achieved. 

Among those things left to work on: a centre of excel- 
lence for seniors’ services, and increased telemedicine 
capacity. 


ER visits slightly down 


Perhaps it was the cool summer of 2009, or maybe it 
was people avoiding the hospital during the HIN1 flu out- 
break, but last year the visits to the ER went down ever so 


slightly, CEO Paul Rosebush told the board. 

“Overall our total was down a bit this year from last 
year. Last year we finished with 28,659 ER visits between 
Minden and Haliburton and this year we noticed a slight 
decline in the end,” he said. 

“Haliburton had 12,756 ER visits — a bit of a decline 
from last year — and we noticed that Minden was fairly 
stable with 14,673 ER visits,” he said. 


Long-term care units get new manager 


Beth Archibald, formerly the executive director of the 
Family Health Team, has been hired to head up Highland 
Wood and Hyland Crest. 

Archibald, who moved to the county in 1994, will begin 
her role May 3. 


Ultrasound services one step closer 


York Ultrasound will be signing a contract with 
HHHS as soon as they get approval from the provincial 
government. 

“This service as proposed can be offered by a firm 
called York Ultrasound they’re currently operating across 
the Greater Toronto and Central East area, providing ser- 
vices at 14 sites including seven long-term care home,” 
Rosebush told the board. 

The board was happy to approve the services for the 
corporation. 

“We’re very happy to have this service back. It’s long 
overdue,” chief of staff Dr. Steve Ferracuti said. 


HHHS staff pay frozen 


Health services staff had their salaries frozen in accor- 
dance with the provincial government’s directive that all 
public employees not receive an increase for the next two 
years. 

“There’s going to be a two-year pay freeze in the hospi- 
tal sector. That’s effective March 24 ... that will run until 
March 21, 2012,” Rosebush said. 

“Of course the act does not apply to unionized employ- 
ees. It does apply to our long-term care homes and our 
community programs as well,” he said. 

Future wage increases for unionized staff have also been 
eliminated for two years.

Wednesday, April 21 was a busy day for 
Matt Jackson. In the morning he gave a 
talk and slideshow to students at the high 
school and in the afternoon he repeated his 
presentation to Friends of the Haliburton 
County Public Library at the Minden Hills 
Cultural Centre. 

The presentation in Minden was part 
of a membership appreciation afternoon. 
“This is the first time we’ve done this,” 
said Friends president Heather Thom. 
“It’s a freebie for all our members, who 
now number over 60, and it’s for the pub- 
lic as well.” 

The event also acted as a membership 
drive. The public could attend for $10, but 
a membership only cost $5. Consequently, 
“we acquired four new members today,” 
Thom said. 

All those who were present in the cul- 
tural centre common room, were treated 
to coffee, fresh fruit and confections, prior 
to the presentation by Jackson. 

Jackson is a graduate of Wilfrid Laurier’ s 
business administration program, who de- 
cided to leave the corporate world after a 
couple of stints as an adventure journal- 
ist. He subsequently became a magazine 
writer, photojournalist, and speaker. 

His speaking style can best be described 
as friendly, and he had the audience firmly 
in the palm of his hand with his humor- 
ous anecdotes, which accompanied his 
dynamic slideshow. 

The bulk of the presentation focused 
on a trip to Baffin Island with his wife 


Stacey, and a trip he undertook before 
that, where he hitchhiked across Canada. 
The hitchhiking experience led to a book 
titled The Canada Chronicles: A Four- 
Year Hitchhiking Odyssey. 

The front end of the slideshow featured 
incredible shots of rock climbing in the 
Lake Louise area of Alberta, skiing, ice 
climbing, nature shots in the North West 
Territories and sea kayaking on the west 
coast. The Baffin Island section focused 
on the raw beauty of the area, and the 
hazards of dealing with crossing freezing 
rapids and confronting polar bears. The 
Baffin Island trek by foot took two weeks 
and covered 100 kilometres, and though 
the audience marvelled at the accomplish- 
ment of Jackson and his wife, Jackson 
doesn’t take himself or his accomplish- 
ments too seriously, because he showed 
slides of a young couple who they met, 
who had also completed the same trip, 
carrying their new baby. 

The last section of the presentation was 
dedicated to Jackson’s hitchhiking odys- 
sey across Canada, which he started in 
1997. Slides included shots of more beau- 
tiful scenery, but the main focus was on the 
people Jackson met on his travels. Some 
people who picked him up on the high- 
way invited him into their homes, where 
he’d stay a while, help out with chores and 
trade stories. In Quebec, Jackson, who 
does not speak French, was picked up by a 
French Canadian separatist, who had nev- 
er before picked up a hitchhiker. “Just his 
luck,” said an amused Jackson. “He picks 
up his first hitchhiker who turns out to be 
an Anglophone.” Nevertheless, the two

ugh Taylor originally came from 

the GTA. He grew up in Leaside 

and in 1972 he graduated from the 
School of Architecture at the University 
of Toronto. Not many people get a dream 
job upon graduation, but Taylor did. 

“T lucked out in my first job and landed 
with a team which was designing the Metro 
Zoo. The chief designer was Don Bolton 
and I worked under him,” says Taylor. “TI 
remember walking the Rouge Valley site 
when it was still wild, pure bush, and Don 
would be telling me where the various pa- 
vilions were going to be located. It was 
all very exciting for a young guy just out 
of school, and although the thinking has 
changed regarding zoos, at the time it was 
something special. I often think it was all 
downhill after that.” 

Hardly. Taylor worked with Bolton on 
and off on bits and pieces of the zoo for 
the next eight or 10 years, while he also 
worked for various firms on mainstream 
architectural projects. Then in 1981, 
Taylor partnered with Les Klein and 
formed Klein and Taylor Architects. The 
same year Taylor met Pamela Marsales 
and they were married in 1982. Business 
was booming and Klein and Taylor

Architects morphed into Quadrangle 
Architects Ltd., a respected outfit, which 
eventually employed a staff of 60 people. 
During that time Taylor worked on many 
big projects, one of the higher profile jobs 
being the complete renovation of the old 
Ryerson Press Building, which became 
the headquarters of City TV. 

After several years of working at 
Quadrangle, Marsales and Taylor decided 
on a family move to a smaller centre, and 
they relocated to Cobourg in 1988, with 
two year old son Charles in tow. Daughter 
Cecily was born in 1989. 

The move to Cobourg didn’t slow down 
Taylor’s business at all. “I hit the ground 
running,” he says, “and probably made 
more money in Cobourg than I did in 
Toronto.” His work consisted of designing 
custom country houses, factories, renova- 
tions, office buildings and condos. 

Marsales and Taylor had for some years 
talked about their fantasy of running an inn 
or resort. Marsales had inherited the family 
cottage on Halls Lake, so they decided to 
look for a property in the Haliburton area. 
They found the old Royal View Lodge on 
Lake Kashagawigamog. They changed 
the name to Chandler Point Lodge, and 
ran it successfully for six summers, after 


which time they sold the property to the 
organization which eventually became the 
Chandler Point Corporation. 

The couple then bought a traditional old 
Ontario farmhouse on a big parcel of land, 
just outside the village of Haliburton, 
where Taylor and Marsales still reside. 
Taylor still keeps busy through his compa- 
ny Hugh H. Taylor Architect, though now 
the bulk of his business consists of design- 
ing custom cottages. So, in a nutshell, that 
sums up Hugh Taylor, the architect. 

Hugh Taylor the musician is another 
story. “When I was seven, I saw a kid on 
a front porch playing a trumpet, and I re- 
call thinking that’s for me, no doubt about 
it. I started playing when I was eight and 
I continued until I was 15. I took lessons 
and I was in the school band. Then girls 
and cars came along, and I foolishly gave 
up playing for 40 years,” he says, shaking 
his head in disbelief. “I always intended to 
go back, because I think I was really born 
to play trumpet.” And go back he did. 
Out came the old trumpet, and in 2003 he 
joined Glen Carter’s Highlands Concert 
Band. But it wasn’t easy. “I had to learn 
how to read music and learn the trumpet 
all over again, but I worked at it,” he says. 
Taylor eventually also joined Carter’s 


Highlands Wind Symphony. Taylor’s mu- 
sical tastes “run from classical to blues, 
rock, and everything in between.” 

One day Taylor was sitting at the down- 
stairs bar at the old McKecks. “TI started 
talking to Jimmie Stewart who’s a great 
drummer, and we kicked around the idea 
of forming a blues band,” he recalls. 
Long story short, Taylor now also plays 
for two other great local bands, the blues 
and R&B based Ragged Company, and 
Jazz Kitchen, which plays mainly jazz 
standards. They’ve both secured a lot of 
local gigs, and Ragged Company twice 
opened for the Downchild Blues band at 
the Pinestone. 

These may not be the heady days of 
designing the zoo, but Hugh Taylor is a 
lucky man. He gets to do two things he 
loves: designing custom cottages and 
playing his trumpet. Plus he gets to do it 
in a natural wilderness area where he can 
look out through the farmhouse window 
and see deer running free.

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Independence number one goal for seniors 


High level of complacency when it came to seniors demanding adequate service levels

Living independently is the main prior- 
ity of seniors in Haliburton County and it is 
also the first thing to be challenged by the 
rural locale, fewer services, ignorance of 
seniors’ needs and the aging process itself, 
a recent survey of those over 50 finds. 

Between June and September of 2009, 
437 people completed the 43-question sur- 
vey put out by the Aging Well committee 
in collaboration with U-Links, which asked 
about transportation, housing, social inclu- 
sion, education, income and activities with 
the goal of assessing the collective mind of 
seniors in the county. 

The results of the survey, which was 
funded by a $25,000 New Horizons grant, 
were presented at the Dysart library April 
19. 

Along with focus group data, the survey 
showed the majority of seniors in Haliburton 
County volunteer at least one hour a week 
(70 per cent), are happy with the surround- 
ings (94 per cent were satisfied or very sat- 
isfied with air quality, 89.3 per cent thought 
noise levels were good or better), are most- 
ly retired (74 per cent) and have a support 
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network in town (82 per cent). 

It also identified some of the barriers to 
living active, healthy lives in the county 
including lack of transportation, affordable 
housing, finding a doctor and physical ac- 
cessibility issues in public spaces. 

One of those barriers even hindered the 
committee itself. 

“Sadly, we lost over the last year, two 
members of our committee because they 
had to move out of the community to find 
appropriate housing,” said committee mem- 
ber Carol Browne. 

“One woman had been widowed and was 
distanced from her family and had trouble 
accessing services here, so she moved clos- 
er to the city, closer to family and got into 
a condominium where she can access ser- 
vices,” she said. 

Focus group leader, Fay Martin, told 
the group that she noticed a high level of 
complacency when it came to seniors de- 
manding adequate service levels; many had 
come to the conclusion that rural living 
meant living with less. 

“When they talked about the amount of 
time and money that was involved in get- 
ting all but very basic medical care what re- 
ally struck me was how complacent people 


and that means thousands of cottagers and visitors 


will soon be enjoying the Highlands.

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were about that. They just accepted that 
that’s life,” Martin said. 

“Folks said we knew when we moved up 
here that’s how it was going to be but my 
concern about that is it’s all very fine to say 
because we live in a rural area we can’t ex- 
pect to have the same services as somebody 
in Toronto can, but where is the discussion, 
where is the discourse about what rights we 
have? Where is that being talked about? 
Because you could see that if the bottom 
line is what drives everything we won’t be 
able to live here,” she said. 

The committee had discussed alternatives 
to standard seniors’ housing, including so- 
called “granny flats,” or renting rooms out 
to seniors. 

“We know that [for] seniors’ housing in 
this community, the wait list is somewhere 
between eight and 10 years for the rent 
geared to income housing,” she said. 

The survey also revealed that 26 per cent 
of respondents couldn’t pay their bills once 
in the past year — meaning there is a high 
value to be placed on low- or no-cost activi- 
ties for this demographic. 

“Cost of living continues to go up, pen- 
sions don’t always keep pace with that. 
People who are widowed suddenly find 


their income is cut in half,” Browne told 
the group. 

The Aging Well committee is using the 
statistics gathered as loose indicators of the 
needs of local seniors; because of the way 
the surveys were distributed, the findings 
cannot be regarded as truly representative 
of the entire Haliburton County seniors’ 
population. 

Those seniors who do not attend public 
events or get out of the home much may 
not have had a chance to participate, since 
most of the survey distribution was done in 
the town centres. 

Responses also heavily favoured Dysart, 
with 50 per cent of respondents from that 
municipality, 30 per cent from Minden 
Hills, 11 per cent from Highlands East and 
nine per cent from Algonquin Highlands. 

Nevertheless, action has already been tak- 
en on many of the challenges seniors face. 
A committee has been created to investi- 
gate getting a public pool for Haliburton, 
another has taken on increasing accessibil- 
ity across the county. 

There are also committees on housing, 
communications, finances, social integra- 
tion, transportation, facilities and image 
management.

the first year. For example, schools that had daycares at- 
tached to them were out. So we picked our schools for 
the first year and then the ministry approved them, which 
was announced a while ago.” 

None of the schools in Haliburton County qualified for 
the full-day program’s initial implementation, scheduled 
for this fall. However, looking forward Pengelly says 
Haliburton was a focus for 2011. 

“We’re fortunate because we’ve been able to move 
ahead to plan for the following year,” she says. “Because 
there was no school chosen from Haliburton for the first 
year we focused our effort in Haliburton for the second 
year. There will be one final year after that where the 
remaining schools will be added but I wouldn’t go as far 
to say all schools will be added the following year. That 
will depend on the ministry as well.” 

For now Pengelly says the board is focused on which 
schools will be able to offer the full-day program this 
year and in 2011. 

“We have four [kindergarten] classes we could add for 
2011. Three of them will be at Archie Stouffer and one 
will be at Cardiff. Where it stands now is we have sub- 
mitted those two school names for those four classes to 
the ministry.” 

“Once we get that approval then it will be official that 
those four classrooms will exist for full-day learning.” 

As for the rest of Haliburton’s elementary schools, it 
should only be a matter of time before the full-day pro- 
gram is introduced countywide. 

“T believe the plan is that all schools are going to have it 
eventually over the next couple of years,” says Pengelly.
